5th, June, 1966 under the erstwhile E.P. Schemes. 

No- 4-ITC(PN)/67.—Attention is invited to para 3 of Public Notice No. 87- 
ITC(PN)/66, dated the 23rd June, 1966 and to Public Notice No. 95-ITC(PN)/66 
dated the 1st July, 1966, regarding tire grant of entitlement licences under the 
erstwhile E.P. Schemes against advance payments received by the exporters either 
in part or in full on or before 5th June, 1966 in reBpect of export contracts entered 
into by them with the foreign buyers, 

2. In terms of the provisions contained in the afore-mentioned Public Notices, 
the exporters who had received advance payments either in part or in full upto 
6th June, 1966 were eligible for grant of licences in relation to such amounts 
even though tne exports in question were not physically effected. It will be 
observed from the above that more than 7 months have already passed since the 
exporters had received the advance payments. Since the exporters had already 
had reasonable time during which they could have effected shipments, it has been 
decided, with immediate effect that import licences in respect of such advance 
payments against the pending applications will be issued only after physical 
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shipments are effected and the required export documents are produced on or 
before 28th February 1967 to the licensing authorities. Such licences will be 
Issued only to the extent of physical shipments cove, mg; the advance payments 
received, whichever is lower, in accordance with the import entitlement percen¬ 
tages admissible under the relevant erstwhile E.P. Scheme. Import licences 
which have been already issued will continue to remain subject to the condition 
of physical export within the time limit specified in para 3 of Public Notice 
No. 95-ITC(PN) /G6, dated 1st July, 1966.
